School  Revenues  Decline 

State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  Ed  Argen- 
bright has  announced  that,  for  the  first  time  since  the 
Office  of  Public  Instruction  has  prepared  budget 
reports,  school  revenues  have  dropped.  The  Office  of 
Public  Instruction  annually  prepares  a  report  called 
"Common  Core  Data"  which  identifies  revenues  from 
local,  county,  state  and  federal  sources. 

In  fiscal  year  1984  the  total  revenue  receipts  for 
operation  of  Montana  schools,  K-12,  was  $489.9 
million;  that  number  increased  in  1986  to  $663.1 
million.  In  fiscal  year  1987  the  total  receipts  for  schools 
were  $648.2  million,  a  decrease  of  $15  million  (2.3  per- 
cent). 

While  local  revenues  (basically  school  district  proper- 
ty lax)  decreased  1.7  percent  and  state  revenue  de- 
creased 4.5  percent,  county  revenue  increased  19.3  per- 
cent. Federal  moni(!S  coming  inlcj  Montana  grew  from 
$37.7  million  in  FY  1984  to  $51.3  million  in  FY  1987. 
The  increase  from  FY  1986  lo  FY  1987  in  fed(M-al 
revenue  to  .Montana  schools  was  16.6  percent. 

"I  was  surprised  that  overall  reveiuies  ha\'e  cliniin- 
ished  at  that  rale."  said  Argenbright.  "Sc;hoc)is  are 
holding  the  line  and  cutting  bac:k.  This  is  tlic;  first  time 
since  we  started  collecting  tiie  data  that  a  drop  has  oc- 
curred." 


Schools  Encouraged  to  Require  Study  of 
U.S.  Constitution  and  its  Principles 

We  have  received  copies  of  letters  from  President 
Ronald  Reagan  and  U.S.  Secretary  of  Education 
William  Bennett  and  a  congressional  resolution  en- 
couraging schools  to  require  that  each  child  in  America 
have  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, the  Constitution  and  the  Federalist  Papers. 

The  President's  letter  concludes:  "Renewed  attention 
to  the  teaching  of  our  Nation's  fundamental  documents 
will  help  ensure  that  our  young  people  are  prepared  for 
the  responsibilities  of  citizenship.  It  will  provide  a 
foundation  for  securing  the  continued  blessings  that 
this  Nation  has  enjoyed  for  the  last  200  years."
